Local SoCreds 
Wire Resolution 
To Dominion Govt. 


A resolution demanding the Do- 
iminion Government do not dis- 
allow the Albert acts referred to 
them was passed at a_ special 
meeting of the Lacombe Sociat 
Credit Group held Wednesday 
evening of last week. The reso- 
lution, in full, reads, as follows: 


“Whereas certain acts passed 
by our elected representatives for 
the protection of people menaced 
by the faulty working of our 
monetary system; and whereas 
certain individuals who now 
benefit by this faulty system and 
certaim. Boards of Trade repre- 
senting only a minority of the. 
people have asked the Dominion 
Government to disallow these; 
Therefore be it resolved that we, 
members of Lacombe Social

that the Dominion Government 
do not disallow these acts.” 

A copy of this resolution was 
sent by wire to the Minister of 
justice at Ottawa.

Hail insurance inder the terms 
of the recently passed Alberta 
Hail Insurance Act is now avail- 
able throughout the Province at 
almost all the Municipal District 
offices. The insurance differs 
only slightly from insurance for- 
merly available (up until last 
year) under the Municipal In- 
surance Act. 

The Hail Insurance Board set 
up by the act will insure wheat, 
oats, barley, peas, rye, flax and 


speltz, and the maximum amount 
* of insurance that may be carried 
: on any one crop is limited to 


$5.00 per acre. Nothing will be 
allowed for the first 10 per cent 
of loss on any crop, :nder the 
terms of the new Act. . 
Rates for the insurance vary, 
running from 7 to 9 per cent, 
with one township within the 
Municipal District of Crown 
{(T. 39-28-W4A) having a speciat 
rate of 12 per cent. A depusit 
of five dollars must be made at 
the time of making application 
for insurance, and no applica- 
tion is valid until such time as 
the Hail Insurance Board has 
accepted the risk. The Hail In- 
surance Board, as provided hy 
the Act, is appointed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council.

— Strong protest 
against the proposed production 
tax was registered at a lorge and 
representative meeting of far- 
mers of the.

“That if a vote be taken on the 
proposed tax on production, only 
bona-fide producers be allowed 
to vote,

means of the papers of Alberta 
and the Winnipeg Free Press.”

Let us ‘all hope that 
this year the drouth farmers’ faith in the west 
will be justified, and that the farmers: will again 
be able to stand’on their own feet and look ove, 
fields that are once more producing grain at a 
profit.

Is Democracy in Danger > 


HE discontentment of recent yearsm, among 

many residents of Canada has given alarm- 
ists another opportunity to mount the public plat- 
form of the Dominion and warn the residents of 
this country against fascism—nazism—and all the 
other “isths” running rife throughout the world in 
conjunction with colored shirts. Admittedly, 
there are many groups operating throughout the 
Dominion where schools of thought run along the 
lines of dictatorships—but Canadians as a whole 
are far too fond of their freedom to admit of a 
dictatorship their country. 

Demoeracy, as operated in Canada, might 
have its deficiencies but it still alows the maxi- 
mum amount of freedom for its citizens, and its 
seriuus problems are all problems that can be 
solved by the people. There is a feeling of impor- 
tance—an egotistical spirit of superioritv which 
accompanies each ballot dropped in the ballot box 
election day. . Canadians would not willingly 
forego the part they play in the government of 
their country; they would not destroy their free- 
dom, hard won as it was by the builders of Can- 
ada, The majority of Canadians are of British 
origin, and inherent in all. Britons is that streak 
of democracy which is. Canada’s test safeguard 
against the inroads of dictatorial influences, 

Just as Hyde Park, London serves as a steam 
vent for the radicals of England, so Canada has 
its meetings at which one might hear of possibly 
true and more probably false curses of the present 
democracy—of the benefits to be derived from 
this, that or another form of government, but such 
talk should be taken with a grain of salt, It 
scems highly improbable that Canada, as it is 
today, would ever turn to a dictatorship or any 
other form of government which would curtail 


freedom-—freedom of movement, of thought, or 
of speech. Such a state is hard to visualize for 
Canada,

matter?—divorce is easy! It is modern and smart 
to dash from one thrill to another, and it is this 
pace that causes-so much heart-break. 

At meetings where easier divorce is being 
advocated, we women would be wise, I think, to 
remember some of the doings of the younger set 
over the line, If we force this kind of legislation,

Alberta Jast week. 
Continued: attacks upon banks 


hy. members of the Aberhart Gov- - 


ernment and législation diserimi- 
nating against the banks were 
declared tobe the ¢ause of the 
danger. The only bank in the 
Bruderheim district Was closed a 
short time ago, and the branch 
which serves the whole Onoway 
district was closed up on Tuesday 
of this week (May 31). 

At. Fort Saskatchewan last 
weck, fearing that. the branch 
there is about to be closed, the 
Town, Gouncil adopted a resolu- 
tion expressing appreciation of 
the bank’s services and asking all 
residents of the district to sign 
a petition asking that the branch 
be kept open. 

The Town+Gouncil of Magrath, 
in Southern Alberta, also passe 
a resolutions last week and for- 
warded it to Edmonton, to re- 
ceive the attention of the Alberta 
cabinet when the ministers return 
from their political campaign in 
Saskatchewan. The resolution 
quoted reports that many small- 
town. branches might be closed 
dowh, including the Magrath 
branch, which serves the whole 
Del Bonita and Coulee Springs 
districts as well, and told the 
cabinet ministers that until the 
Government establishes some -in- 
stitation which can carry on a 
banking service as efficiently as 
the banks’ are doing it now, the 
banks should not be legislated out 
of the Province. 

The resolution observed that 
the Securities Taxation Act and 
the extremely heavy -direct taxa- 
tion on banks, particularly, would 
have the effect of making it im- 
possible for small branches to 
continue to operate in the Prov- 
ince. 


Banks Make Reply 
The banks finally have been 
moved to reply with facts. to 
false statements made against 
them by Alberta Social Credit 
politicians. A. T, Lowe of Cal- 


gary, Alberta supervisor of the: 


Royal Bank of Canada, has issued 
a statement answering the claim 
recently made publicly by G. L. 
MacLachlan, chairman of the 
Social Credit Board, that banks 
collect an annual income of 
$30,000,000. within the Province. 
Mr. Lowe termed the claim “en- 
tirely inaccurate and misleading,” 
and continued : 

“The chairman of the Social 
Credit Board is wholly in error. 
The facts are that the gross in- 
come of all chartered banks , op- 
erating in Alberta during 1937 
aggregated only about 12 per 
cent of the amount claimed by 
Mr. MacLachlan. et me empha- 
‘size that, the words ‘gross in- 
come? 

“After deducting $2,000,000 for 
salaries paid to employees in the 
Province and after making allow- 
ances for taxes which are alto- 
gether out of line with: those paid 
in other provinces, payment for

“T make this ‘statement because 
I feel that assertions.so unfound- 
ed and extravagant as the one 
referred to, when made by men 
whose positions imply some re- 
sponsibility, should be’ met with 
facts, so that the inherently fair- 
minded citizens of Alberta may 
not be misled.” 

Taxes Help Municipalies 

Town councils have remarked 
that a substantial part of bank 
taxation and bank expenses, in- 
cluding salaries, are paid in the 
municipalities that the bank 
serves, and still move taxation is 
paid to the Federal and Provin- 
cial Governments, Apart from 
the bill which is now before the 
Privy Couneil to tax the banks 
operating in Alberta an addition- 
al $2,000,000 a year, they already 
pay more than $220,000 annually 
to the .Provincial Government. 
That, say observers, is why the 
banks operate at a loss in Alberta 
right now, and why they might 
have to deprive some-districts of 
services provided by branches 
which have losses that are too 
great to bear. 

Announcement by Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King at Ottawa 
that THE PEOPLE will have 
complete control of the Bank of 
Qanada within the next few 
weeks, and through it complete 
control of chartered banks, may 
force some change in Premier 
Aberhart’s platform tactics. But 
last week he told a Saskatchewan 
audience that he did not want to 
establish a provincial bank be- 
cause it wonld be under control 
of the Bank of Canada,

PRAIRIE. PRICES LOWER BY 
FINDS IN TURNER VALLEY 
Oil product consumers know 
the developments in the Turner 
Valley have resulted in lower 
prices for gasoline and distillates 
in Alberia, Saskatchewan and 
even in a large part of Manitoha. 
This hamper’ because produc- 
ers, pipe lines, railways, and re- 
fineries, got together and made 
Canadian oil available over the 
whole prairie. area. To do. this 
former sources of supply were 
displaced. Thus Montana crude 
oil was forced out of the picture. 
To the lay observer it might 
seem that the lower the price 
goes in Turner Valley, the bet- 
ter for the contumer. This would 
not be the case. The price of 
crude oil must be enough to give 
the producer a retura on his 
money so that he can search for 
more oil. The wells now flow- 
ing decline with fair rapidity, If 
new wells are not brought in, 
sooner or later there would be a 
scarcity of supply in Turner Val- 
ley. No comment or advice is 
needed to inform the: public what 
happens to the price of «a com- 
modity when it gets scarce, 
Thus it 1s in the consymer’s 
interest that the producer get a 
fair price for his product. Only 
by this means will he be able to 
drill more wells to maintain an 
adequate supply and thus keep 
the cost te the consumer at a 
reasonable level.
